1 . The drawings are objected to because the drawings fail to show the friction disk 45 fixed 
to the driver plate disk/backing plate 48 as described in the last sentence of the paragraph 4, lines 

25+. 

2. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
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pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. Claim 15 recites the limitation, "a drive shaft element mounted along said drive axis 
and having integral first and second portions" in lines 8-10. Applicant has not pointed out where 
this limitation is supported, nor does there appear to be a written description of the limitation in 
the application as originally filed. 

Conclusion 

5. As required under MPEP 2163.06, new matter limitations have been considered in 
making rejections based on prior art. Therefore, applicant should not presume the absence of a 
prior art rejection with regard to claims 15-19 is an indication that these claims would be 
allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejections under 35 USC 1 12. Furthermore, if those 
claims are amended so as to remove new matter, any new grounds for rejection in a subsequent 
Office action will not preclude the finality of that action.
